ta n ts loyal to the Reich were asleep. 
Organized groups 
of citizens,

tinguished by their arm bands in the 
Rhineland republic colors moved to 
allotted positions in public buildings. 
Local authorities of A ix-La- Cha- 
pelle were informed the coup was 
an accomplished fact. 
There 
was 
no resistance. 
Men with buckets of paste and 
p osters 
proclaiming 
the 
republic 
scattered through the city and soon 
every bill board and wall flaunted a 
boldly inked proclam ation. 
Red, green and white ensigns wont 
up on the principal buildings and 
those G erm ans who had gone to lied 
within the G reater Reich, awoke to 
find themselves in a new republic.

throughout ilia Rhineland today. 
Following issuance of the procla­ 
mation at Mayenee and occupation

Rural Teachers 


National Edui-ation Week will be 


observed again this year during the 
week of November 18 to 24. 
The 


purpose of the special observance 
throughout the nation is to focus at- 
tention on education and the public 
schools for the purpose of increas- 
ing the interest of patrons in the 
schools. 


Though nearly half of the taxes 


we pay in. Indiana are for the up- 
keep of schools, few taxpayers ever 
think of the schools except as 
the 


feeding place for their taxes. They 
fail lo realize that a greater com- 
munity interest will add to the in- 
vestment they have in the schools 
and that the return will be much 
greater. 


The United States bureau of edu- 


cation finds that one of the short- 
coinings of our schoc'] system is the 
woeful shortage of prepared teachers 
in rural! schools. 


A study recently made of 
the 


Wnds of positions held by .normal- 
school graduates indicates that less 
than 1 percent of the total output 
(considering graduates only) go into 
the rural schools to teach. No recent 
data have been compiled showing 
what percentage of these have com- 
pleted courses designed for the pre- 
paration of tacbers for rural schools 


and what percentage are graduates 
from the regular courses. Indications 
are, however, that of the former the 
percentage is very low. E^pn the fijlr 
stitutions equipped with--, facilities 
for giving specail training for rural, 
schools graduate from these' special 
courses only a small percentage of 
the total group. Probably, the great- 
est service normal \seJiools at the 
present time are .rendering rural 
schools is through those students 
who complete the regular courses 
preparing for teaching in city ele- 
mentary schools and go into, the r'u-, 
ral schools for one or two years to; 
secure the experience required 
by > 


cities of entrants to the city teach- 
ing staff. This means that the rural 
schools serve as training schools for 
city teachers so far as practical ex- 
perience is concerned.
